Therefore, the shelf in 
contact/frictional engagement with two screening members and an existing wall must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 13, 15-17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 

as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. For claims 13 and 15-17, it is unclear 

which screening member is being referred to, since plural members have been claimed 

previously. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Ryan. Ryan teaches a screening member (30; see column 3, lines 49-52 wherein 

the panel is stated as being attachable to legs to serve as a partition) having a 

removable shelf (28) thereon. The shelf is attached to the panel via friction (see Fig. 5; 

shelf and panel bracket having frictional engagement). For claim 1 and 7, Ryan fails to 

teach that the screening member encloses an area and that the shelf is also supported 

by an existing wall via friction. The examiner takes Official notice that rooms and areas 

closed off by partitions are well known in the art. Therefore, it would have been obvious 

to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use the panel of 

Ryan as a room partition, to provide a temporary divider in a selected room which would 
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separate one space from another and/or enclose a portion of the room. Furthermore, 
the partition can be placed next to an existing wall of the room with the shelf abutting 
the wall (the wall/shelf connection being only through friction between the outer edge of 
the shelf and the front of the wall). 

As stated above, Ryan teaches the limitations of claims 1 and 7, including a 
screening member. For claims 3 and 9, Ryan fails to teach that the screening member 
is made of drywall. The examiner takes Official notice that drywall panels are well 
known in the art. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention to modify the member of Ryan by making it out of drywall 
material, depending on the desired need of the person constructing the member, i.e 
personnel preferences, materials readily available, etc. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. (However, see 
drawing objection above.) 

Claims 15-17 and 20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
